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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: For itenn A-1, Aoyama '913 does teach that the 
nriolar ratio of oxygen to carbon monoxide can range from "2 to 3", not just "3" as argued in the declaration. For item A-2, the ppm 
values for the CO content disclosed in Applicants appear to be by weight (i.e. ppm by weight) (note page 1 1 , line 24 "about 6000 ppm to 
1 wt%"), not ppm by mole or by volume, thus 6000 ppm of CO does not require 3000 ppm of oxygen as stated in the Declation, the ppm 
by weight needs to be converted to mole first. In any event, for items A-1, A-2 and B, the calculations appear to be theoretical 
calculations based on 70% removal of CO in the first stage and 30% removal in the second stage, however, Applicants' claims are not 
limited to such percentages.. 
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
